There was a look of agony in the 
man’s eyes as he turned away in com- 
pany with the mate to take his place 
among the crew. He was young—not 
more than twenty-seven—vigorous and 
tefined looking. He had eaten nothing 
since the day before. Food was giveu 
bim; but, though he needed it, he bad 
not the heart to eat more than be ab 
solutely required. 

Bad weather set in that night from 

the northeast, blowing a cold blast. 
The ship was riding obliquely across 
the waves which dashed up against 
bows, now raigine skyward and 
’ 4090" bottom. 
It was about midnight that, while 
the stern was raised high in the air, 
ap enormous wave struck it with ter 
rific force, There was a sharp report, 
and the helmsman found that the 
wheel turned without — assistance. 
Something had bappened to free the 
rudder and render it useless, The ship 
was at the mercy of the waves. 

When the captain, who was on deck, 
learned of the trouble be blanched, 
He was not more than thirty miles 
from the Virginia coast, and with a 
northeast wind blowing his ship south- 
westward it would go ashore by day- 
light. 

While this flashed into his mind the 
vessel] was turning and in a few mo- 
ments was rolling in the trough of the 
sea. Orders were issued to get up such 
sails as would be of service in steer- 
ing. With the help of these, though 
the ship steadily lost ground, those 
aboard of her gained time. Morning 
came, and there was the shore like a 
faint cloud resting on the horizon, and 
with a powerful glass a white line 
could be seen breaking against it. 
Some steering gear must be rigged 
or within a few hours the ship would 
be breaking up under the waves roll- 
ing on that coast, 

An investigation was made, and the 
rudder itself was found to be sound, 
though the stock was shattered, leav- 
ing the huge steé! mass, weighing three 
tons comeing from side to side witb 
every w.ve and threatening to stave 
a hole in the vessel's stern. To save 
the ship and the lives of those aboard 
of her it was necessary that the rud- 
der should not only be secured, but 
that it be again converted into a 
means of steering the ship. In other 
words, there were two dangers of 
equal importance—the breaking of the 
ship’s plates and being driven ashore. 

The captain conceived a plan, but 
owing to the rolling of the ship did 
aot consider its execution feasible. It 
was to make fast two chains, one on 
each side of the stern, to a ring on 
the outer edge of the rudder. Had the 
vessel remained on an even keel this 
ring would have been about four feet 

nder water. As she pitched sonie- 
times it was high in the air, sometimes 
far down below the surface. At the 
rudder’s rise a man could be lowered 
on to it in the hope that he might put 
the chains through the ring. but before 
be could do so he would be buried 
many feet in the brine. 

The captain lined the crew up on 
feck, told them of his plan, admitting 
that several men might be lost in the 
attempt, and called for volunteers, 
Galf a minute passed before a man 
moved; then the convict stepped for- 
ward and said: 

“I'd rather be drowned down there 
than go back to prison. I’ll make ap 
attempt.” 

“If you succeed,” said the captain, 
“you'll never return to your stripes if 
f can help you.” _ 

{ One end of a rope was attached to 
{the end of the mtzzen boom, the other 


end being looped under the convict’s 
shoulders. Just before he was low- 
ered he said: 

“Tell the world that I, Arnold ‘Tur- 
ner, convicted of a bank defalcation, 
about to die, declare my innocence. I 
know the guilty person, but decline, as 
1 have always declined, to tell.” 

Turner stood on the gunwale and 
as the stern rose was quickly lowered 
with a wire rope and, perching him- 
self on the rudder, endeavored to pass 
it through the ring. 
do so the stern descended, bearing bim 
with it. Necks were craned over the 
rail to see, when the rudder rose again. 
if he would still be there. Few be 
lieved that he would. But as the stern 
came up there be was, his knees press- 
ing the vessel's sides, his hands clutch. 
ing the ring.

A wave swung the rudder to star | 
board, and the man on it would have | 


been dashed against the side of the 
ship bad he not saved himself by 
throwing himself on the other side 
Before it was swung in the reverse 
direction down he went again toward 
the bottom of the ocean, When he 
came up, holding the ring by one hand, 
he tried to pass the rope through it, 
but the rudder was not still long 
enough for him to do so. He was not 
only becoming benumbed with the cold 
bath, but must be ever watchful to 
avoid being banged against the side 
of the “vessel, which would, to say 
the least, bave dislodged him. 

And so he continued to fight for the 
lives of the fifty or more people slow- 
ly drifting toward the breakers, whose 
distant roar could now be faintly heard 
above that of the wind. Every time 
he was carried down be came up with 
shorter breath and more exhausted 
But every time he renewed bis at- 
tempt to put the rope through the 
ring of the swaying rudder. Then, 
when he had failed and gone down 
again, on rising he let go the ring to 
rest, swinging, soaked with ice water 
and pierced by the cold wind. 

At last, watching his opportunity 
when the ship plunged and the stern 
rose, swinging with the ring, he grasp- 
ed at it, caught it and this time passed 
the rope through it. 

Half his work had been done. 

Another wire rope was given him. 
but bow could he hope, having lost so 
much of his strength and benumbed 


by the cold, to succeed when it had 


taken so long to attach the first rope? 
It was a period of terrible suspense for 
those drawing near those dreadful 
breakers, whose roar was now every 
moment growing louder, Again he 
made his dives; again he clung to the 
rudder, watching to avoid being dash- 
ed against the ship, trying to put the 
second rope in place. 

And so, sometimes swinging at the 
end of his rope and sometimes taking 
his cold baths, he kept on trying. The 
knowledge that lives depended upon 
bis success gave bim strength, but 
whenever he felt that be could not en 
dure another swing io the blast or an- 
other dive in the ocean he would think 
of that life behind bars which was de- 
throning his reason and he would per 
severe, 

At last a feeble call from below an 
nounced to those above that the sec- 
ond wire rope had been passed through 
the ring. ‘To the ends of these ropes 
those on deck passed heavy chains, 
which the convict shackled in place, 
and when this was done he was drawn 
up. 

As he appeared above the taffrail a 
shout was raised. But be did not hear 
it. The moment his work was done 
he fainted. Liquor was poured dowp 
his throat, and be was burried below. 
There he was stripped of his soaked 
clothing and put into bot blankets. 

While be bad been at his work men 
on deck had lashed a boom across the 
poop, projecting on each side. The 
rudder chains were passed through 
pulley blocks at each eud of the beam 
and around a drum made by boarding 
over the stearing gear. The moment 
the ends of the chains were attached 
to the ring the rudder was made serv- 
iceable, and the ship was turned from 
the white line where now, but a mile 
away, the mad waves were tossing 
their heads as if disappointed at los- 
ing their prey. 

When Turner came on deck again he 
was dressed in a suit of the first mate's 
clothes, and every one pushed forward 
to grasp his band and shower bless- 
ings upon him. Each and every per- 
son vowed not to betray him, and 
some suggested means of obtaining a 
pardon. But Turner told them that he 
preferred to remain aboard the ship, 
which, after touching at New York, 
was #0 sail for a foreign land, So 
great was his dread of a return to 
prison that he determined to lose him- 
self in a country where he would not 
be known. 

Under the improvised steering gear 
the ship weathered the gale and made 
ber way to Philadelphia, where she 
put in for repairs, and her passengers, 
going ashore, took a land route to thelr 
different destinations. Before leaving 
the ship they held a meeting aud col- 
lected a considerable sum to be paid 
the man who had saved their lives 
But when they came to turn the gift 


over to him he declined it, saying that ! 


he did not need money beyond what he 
might be supplied with from friends 
who knew him to be innocent of any 
crime avd who would gladly furnish 
him with all his uecessities. 

Turner rewasaed aboard the vessel 
during ber stay at Philadelphia and 
while she touched at New York, He 
occupied a cabin of one of the mates, 
where he kept himself hidden 
the ship was in port. Then when her 
prow was turned eastward he came 
out and rejoiced in being once more a 
free man. 

Years after the convict’s escape the 
person who had perpetrated the crime 
for which Turner bad been impris- 
oned, on promise of indemnity, owned 
himself to be the guilty party, Then 
Turner accepted a pardon.

$50,000 FOR A VIOLIN. 


Late George Haddock's Saie Will Re- 
veal Some Beautiful Instruments. 


The announcement that the collec- 
tion of violins which belonged to the 
late Mr. George Haddock, the famous 
musician, is to be sold has aroused 

| the keenest interest amongst dealers 
| and collectors. The Haddock fiddles 
{are reputed to be the finest private 
collection in existence, the gem being 
)the “Emperor Stradivarius,” pro- 
; nounced by Joachim to be the finest 
violin he had ever seen, and which 
stated to be worth $50,000. It is 
nearly two hundred years old, and 
| notwithstanding its great age looks 
| as fresh as if it had but yesterday left 
the hands of Antonio Stradivari, the 
| famed violin maker of Cremona. 

| This is a somewhat exceptional 
value to be placed on a violin, the 
price ot each of the 600 Strads which 
are known to be in existence ranging 
from $2,500 to $6,500. Perhaps the 
-only violin which can be compared 
with the “Emperor Stradivarius’ of 
| the Haddock collection is the one 
which Paganini left to the city of 
Genoa, for which as much as $50,000 
| has been offered. The Strad present- 
ed to the late Dr. Joachim on the oec- 
casion of his jubilee cost $6,000, while 
that presented to Lady Halle by the 
| Duke of Edinburgh, the late Earl of 
Dudley, and the late Lord Hardwicke 
cost $5,000. 

| When Sarasate’s will was phe 
two years ago it was found that he 
had bequeathed $20,000 and a Strad 
each to the Conservatoires of Paris 
j and Madrid, the money being for the 
| purpose of founding prizes bearing his 
hae. Lach of the violins was valued 
at about $10,000, one of the instru 
ents having been discovered in a 
very romantic manner. At one time 
it was the property of a Genevan 
blacksmith, to whom it had been giv- 
en by a traveler who could not pay 
for the shoeing of his horse. For 
years it hung on the wall of the black- 
smith’s house, until after many years 
another horseman, M. Boissier, who 
was also a violinist and a collector of 
| Violins, came along. The blacksmith 
asked M. Boissicr to buy the violin 
from him at his own price, or else to 
tind him a purchaser. M. Boissier car- 
ried it away, cleaned off the smoke, 
discovered the Strad mark--and did 
not defraud the blacksmith, 

Twice at least $10,000 has been paid

METHODS OF CULTIVATION 


The discing mentioned previously 
at the same time that it is splitting 
up the alfalfa crowns has a tendenc) 
to leave the surface of the soil in a 
loosened condition. There is also 
the ‘altalfa harrow,” which is built 
on the principle of the ordinary 
disc, only in place of the circular 
discs there is a circular row of 
harrow-like teeth. These penetrate 
the soil, and as it revolves the teeth 
have a tendency to lift and loosen 
the soil. ‘The «rdinary harrow, with 
the teeth set almost perpendicular, 
will also be found very beneficial in 
loosening the surtace soil. In fact, 
anything that will stir the earth and 
at the same time split the crown ot 
the plant may be used to advantage. 
We think it would not be necessary 
for the farmer to purchase any sper- 
ial implements for the cultivation ot 
alfalta, for with the ordinary dise 
and harrow he has two tools that 
will do the work in a very satisfac- 
tory manner. 


PLACE OF ALFALFA IN 
ROTATION 

The place of alfalfa in the rotation 
is a very important one indeed. The 
small grain crops impoverish the 
soil very much more than many 
people imagine; and the ordinary 
methods of summer fallow do not 
restore plant food to the soil. 
Thorough cultivation will help to 
prolong the life of the soil; but it 
will not postpone permanently the 
inevitable result that is sure to fol- 
low continuous grain growing, with 
nothing returned to the soil, and 
that is: an impoverished exhausted 
soil and a trail of abandoned farms. 
This plan of continuous grain grow- 
ing has been followed in many sec- 
tions of the New England States 
and today these exhausted farms, 
with splendid buildings, may be 
bought for a mere song. With al- 
sata in the rotation the result is en- 
tirely different. Four or five years 
of alfalta growing not on'y produces 
yearly a splendid paying crop of 
hay but leaves the ground in a 
better state of fertility, and conse- 
quently in better shape for the pro- 
duction of larger grain crops. The 
free nitrogen of the air, which has 
been stored up in the roots by the 
nitrogen gathering bacteria, is re- 
sponsible tor this increased fertility, 
as is also the humus added by the 
decaying alfalfa roots. This fact is 
very clearly brought out in the 
famous Gallatin Valley, where for 
15 years the legumes have been 
j used regularly in the rotations, and 
where, us aresuil, they

When a good stand is secured 
alfalfa will yield from three to four 
tons per acre per year in two cutt- 
ings, each ton of which is equal in 


feeding value to aton of bran or 
two ton of the best prairie hay or 
timothy. It is recognized as the 


greatest fodder known to the dairy- 
man as a milk producer. Horsemen 
are coming to consider it as far 
superior to timothy for work horses. 
Indeed, horses are so fond of it that 
it is not wise to place before them 
all they can eat. Rather give them 
a sufficient allowance so that they 
eat it up clean. Horses: on hard

Intelligent hog are now 
putting up alfalfa for winter feeding 
ot hugs, The leafy stems are cut 
an.. stored, then when fed are soak- 
ed or steamed and ted with the 
regular grain and skim milk rations. 
For the poultrv the leafy alfalfa 
gathered up round the stack is al- 
most invaluable for egg production. 
In short, there is no crop known to 
man that is as valuable for ail kinds 
of farm stock as is alfalfa.

Prizes for Clean Crops 


Local agricultural societies in 
Alberta are giving $100 prizes for 
the tarmer who produces the best 
ten acres of clean seed grain. 

According to W, C. Mekillican, 
the district officer of the Dominion 
Seed branch, these competitions 
will have a tar reaching effect’ in 
improving the quality ot the 
produced in the Province. 

It is difficult to prevent the mix- 
ing of varieties of grain and 
spread of weeds ina system of farm- 
ing so extensive as ours. To com- 
bat this tendency and to develop 
heavy yielding, early varieties is the 
purpose of the agricultural societies 
in offering these handsome prizes. 
It is believed that by stimulating a 
spirit of friendly rivalry and by 
offering material reward to the suc- 
cessful, the general quality of the 
crops in a whole neighborhood may 
be effected. 

The support of both the Provin- 
cial and Dominion Governments is 
behind these competitions. The 
former gives a money grant and the 
latter supplies expert judges to in- 
spact the fields.

The Criminal Code 

Ottawa.—The supreme court took up 
recently a reference by the governor- 
general-in-council of questions respect- 
ing section 873A of the criminal code 
and section of the Lords Day act.

CORN AS FEED FOR HOGS. | 


Mixed With Meat Meal it Supplies Ail 
Protein Necessary Four Growth. 
The question ae to the most econom 
ieul way of feeding corn to bogs is one 
that seems to continue to interest a 
great many people. A prominent swine 
raiser says: Witb tbe experience | 
have bad iu feeding corp to hogs it has 
always seemed to me tbat if you 
merely throw a-plenty of good, sound 
corp to the fattening bogs, if they are 
of a good breed and healthy, the corn 
Will certe‘nly be put where it will do 


! the most xvod. 


During a recent experiinent compari- 


sous were made ‘n feeding dry corn, | 


soaked corn, dry cornmeal, soaked 
corumeal, dry corn aud cobmeal and 
soaked corp and cobmeal. 
it tuok 456 pounds to make 100 pounds 
of gain, and the gain was 12.3 pounds 
per bushel of corn. Of soaked corn it 
took 513 pounds of corn to make 100 
pounds gain, and the gain per bushel 
was 10.9 pounds. Of dry cornmeal it 
took 595 pounds to make 100 pounds 
of gain, and the amount of gain per 
bushel was 9.4 pounds. 

The vormal conclusion from these 
figures is that In fattening hogs feed- 
ing dry corn op the ear pays best, so 
long as only corn is fed. If some meat 
meal were fed with the grain, espe- 
cially in the case of young hogs, there 
might be a more rapid gain, as the 
large percentage of animal food in the 
shape of meat meal or tankage sup 
plies all the protein needed to make 
growth. 

It seems that the age of hogs made 
soine slight difference in relative re 
sulis, though there was no apparent 
reason for it. For instance large bogs, 
say over 200 pounds. made more rapid

dry corn fed on the ear is the best 
way to feed hogs on corn alone, For 
rapid growth ip young hogs | have 
found that tankage was of great as- 
sistance. 

The importance of all points in the 
production of pork is so great that it 
is well wortb careful studying. Of 
one thing all pork raisers who bave 
been studying the subject are surely 
convinced, and that is that where ps- 
ture is possible it greatly cheapens the 
production. 


Texture of the Fleece. 

Wool substance is what the wool 
grower is looking for, provided it is 
hot made up of too coarse fibers, which 
is not usually the case. Density and 
fine tibers are usually associated. 

A deuse fleece may usually be recog: 
nized ip several ways. A fine, close 
fleece generally is more oily than a 
course fibered one. Ab oily fleece is a 
dust catcher and usually presents a 
dark, gummy outer appearance, Sec- 
a close fleece separates into 
sinall areus when the mass of the 
fleece is stroked with the band, while 
a coarse fleece presents larger areas 
when bandled ip the same manner.
